A Viet Cong force swept through a Montagnard hamlet with 


flamethrowers and hand grenades, reportedly killing more than 
100 civilians and burning and wounding at least 100 more. The 
midnight attack against the "new life" hamlet of Dakson, 74 
miles north*ortheast of Saigon, was one of a series of scattered 
Viet Cong attacks the length of the country, most of them aimed 
at the Vietnamese civilian population. 


Secretary of State Dean Rusk said that the State Department

Johnson Appeals to Business 
To Hold the Line on Prices

Johnson appealed Wednesday 
directly to a group of the na. 
tlon»s top business executives 
to hold the line on price in* 
creases. 


The appeal, which also urged 


labor to hold down wage de. 
mands, apparently was prompt- 
ed by the current round of in- 
creases in steel prices. 


"I am urging business tonight 


to refrain from avoidable price 
increases, and to intensify its 
competitive effots," he said In a 
speech prepared for delivery to 
a private dinner meeting of the 
Business Council at the May. 
flower Hotel. 


The meeting was attended by 


some 65 executives, nearly all 
of whom are presidents or board 
chairmen of the nation's largest 
corporations. Members of the 
Business Council sometimes 
advise the government onpublic 
policy. Newsmen were barred 
from the session with the Pres- 
ident but the White House re. 
leased the text of his speech.

Revealed Fake

NEW YORK—A bronze horse 


that "has always stood for the 
quintessence 
of the ancient 


Greek spirit" was exposed last 
night as a 50-year-old fake by 
its owner, New York's Metro, 
politan Museum of Art. 
"It's famous, but it's a fraud," 


Joseph V. Novle, who discover, 
ed the forgery, said as the 15- 
inch statue was wheeled onto 
a stage at the museum before 
an audience of 800 attending a 
seminar on art forgery. 


The horse was purchased by 


the museum in 1923 and was con. 
sidered to be 8,400 years old,

discovered/' said NobU, who 
is the museum's vice director 
for administration and an ex.

SAIGON — A Viet Cong force 


using flamethrowers and hand 
grenades was reported to have 
killed more than 100 civilians 
and to have burned and wounded 
at least 100 more in an attack 
yesterday on a hamlet 74 miles 
northeast of Saigon. 


A South Vietnamese military 


spokesman said the attack began 
at 10 minutes after midnight 
against Dakson, a refugee set. 
tlement in Phuoclong Province, 
near a United States special 
forces camp at Budop where 
fighting has raged sporadically. 
The settlement is inhabited by 
Montagnards, 
the mountain 


tribesmen of Vietnam. 


There were conflicting re- 


ports on the attack. A first 
report said 300 civilians had 
been killed. 
Later this was 


lowered to about 20. Then, it 
was announced officially today 
by the UJS, Embassy that 47 
civilians had been killed and 
between 40 and 50 hospitalized 
for burns. 


Eyewitnesses at the hamlet 


however, described a scene of 
horror in which more than 100 
persons had been massacred by 
the 
attackers, 
who swept 


through the hamlet with flame 
throwers scorching everything 
in their path. 


It was estimated that forty 


per cent of the hamlet had been 
burned down. Many of the Mon. 
tagnards tried to take cover in 
a 
nearby cave or In tunnels 


where survivors found 
their 


charred bodies today. 


The South Vietnamese mili- 


tary spokesman said that seven 
local militia troops were killed 
eight were wounded and three 
were missing. 


The U.S. Embassy spokes - 


man said 49 Montagnard work- 


ers trained in the revolutionary 
development program had been 
in the hamlet. Of that number, 
he said 47 were missing, pre» 
sumed captured by the Viet Cong 
or perhaps scattered to the sur- 
rounding jungle, where many of 
the population fled during the 
attack. 


Rusk Sees No Pressure

Increases are contemplated in

The 
street lighting fund also receiv- 
es a higher appropriation. 


The budget calls for a raise 


for the borough solicitor as 
well as for salaries in the po- 
lice and fire departments. 


There is a drop in fees to 


the earned income tax collector 
and in tourist promotion. The 
Memorial Day contribution is 
hiked ?200 but less appropriated 
under flood. 


Other salary increases are 


listed for the health department, 
engineering department, public 
works department and in the 
areas of parks and playgrounds. 


Also budgeted are funds for 


additional storm sewers in the 
borough. 


The total budget for the ad- 


ministration of borough affairs 
is $414,500 as compared to 
$378,812 in 1967; legal, $5,. 
650 in 1968; $4,930 (1967); tax 
collector, $14,450. next year, 
$16,450 last; military, civic and 
flood, $3,500, 1968; $4,500 in 
1967.

Reveal Arthur Goldberg 
May Leave UN Post Soon 


WASHINGTON — Ambassador 


Arthur J. Goldberg has talked 
at least twice with President 
Johnson about leaving his post 
at the United Nations soon, but 
no definite arrangements ap- 
pear to have been made. 


The White House made no 


substantial comment about a 
report In the New York Times 
Wednesday morning that Gold, 
berg had already discussed the 
possibility of joining the New 
York law firm of Paul, Weiss, 
Rifklnd, Wharton & Garrison. 
And a spokesman for the am. 
bassador at the United Nations 
said there was "not a shred of 
truth" In the report. 


Nonetheless, there are indi- 


cations that the President and 
his aides would not be surpris. 
ed if Goldberg finally made up 
his mind to resign. Johnson's 
press office thought enough of 
some resignation rumors two 
weeks ago to call the'ambassa. 
dor and to get his direct denial. 


If he resigns, there is con* 


cern in the administration that 
his departure would be linked 
to that of Defense Secretary 
Robert S. McNamara and give 


rise to further talk that the 
departing officials are protest. 
Ing an alleged plan to Intensify 
the war in Vietnam. 


SAIGON (AP) — Associated 


Press photographer Horst Faas, 
a Pulitzer Prize winner who has 
taken thousands of pictures un. 
der fire during more than five 
years in Vietnam, was wounded 
Wednesday. 
Fragments from a Communist 


rocket hit Faas in the left thigh 
and lower right leg during a 
sweep with a company of the 
U.S. 1st Infantry Division in the 
BuDop sector, near the Cambo. 
dian frontier 86 miles north of 
Saigon. Bursting of the same 
bazooka-type rocket wounded 
one infantryman. 


The photographer, 34, was 


flown to the U.S. Army's 24th 
Field Hospital north of Saigon, 
where he was reported in satis, 
factory condition. 


Faas is a West German citi. 


zen who came to Vietnam in 


1962 after working for The Asso- 
ciated Press in Germany, Alge. 
riaandthe Congo. He is the llth 
AP casualty of the war. Two 
other AP photographers have 
been killed and five photogra- 
phers and three writers wound, 
ed. 


In all, 10 correspondents and 


photographers have been killed 
and nearly 100 wounded in cov. 
ering the war. 


From his hospital bed, Faas 


said there had been little initial 
action on the mission out of Bu 
Dop. 


Faas has had many close 


shaves during his assignment? 
with allied troops in Vietnam. A 
rocket exploded in a bunker 30 
feet away from him only last 
week, killing four men inside 
and blasting shrapnel over the 
photographer's head.

NEW YORK (AP) — Doctors 


transplanted a dead 
baby's 


heart into the breast of a 2Vz. 
week-old boy Wednesday, but 
after 6J/2 hours, the heart failed. 


Dr. Adrian Kantrowitz, the 


chief surgeon, his face grim, an- 
nouncedthe failure. "We do not 
know at this time why this 
transplanted heart failed," he 
said. 


It was the world's second re. 


ported human heart transplant, 
and the first reported in the 
United States. Only four days 
ago, South African surgeons 
transplanted the heart of a 
young woman, who had just 
died, Into the chest of a 55-year- 
old grocer. He was doing well 
and reportedly might go home 
in three weeks. 


But in Wednesday's operation 


at Brooklyn's Maimonides Hos- 
pital, the baby boy who re- 
ceived a tiny heart died at 1 
p.m. Attempts to revive the 
child were unsuccessful. 


Asked If he were planning to 


try again, Dr. Kantrowitz said: 
"We certainly are." 


Both Infants, he said, were in 


the operating room and doctors 
waited several hours for the do- 
nor baby to die. The donor baby 
died at 2:30 a.m., and doctors 
began procedures within min- 
utes. 


The 22-member surgical staff 


operated f or 2!/4 hours beginning 
at4:15 a.m. But after the opera- 
tion, they were guarded about 
the outlook, and would say only 
that pulse and blood pressure 
were relatively stable. 


Dr. 
Kantrowitz, who pio- 


neered operations in implanting 
"helper hearts" to assist a pa- 
tlent's ailing heart, told news- 
men of toe "enormous emotion, 
al drain" of toe day. Members 
of his team, he said, were "dis- 
heartened and feel sad." 


The baby that received the 


heart was born with a defective 
xalve on the right side of his 


own heart. Kantrowitz said the 
defect could not be operated on. 


The defect, called a severe 


tricuspid atresia, impairs the 
heart's ability to pump dark, ox. 
ygen-poor blood through the 
lungs where it is freshened. 
When the baby was born, he 
was cyanotic, or blue, from lack 
of oxygen. 


"We scoured toe country for 


two weeks asking for children 
born with brain lesions incom- 
patible with life—and anence- 
phalic children where the brain 
is almost totally destroyed and 
where the child generally dies 
after two days following birth." 
Dr. Kantrowitz said. He said 
500 hospitals were contacted by 
telegram in the search lor a do- 
nor. 


He learned of such a child— 


another boy—born Monday in 
Philadelphia. 
The 
parents 


whom Dr. Kantrowitz described 
as "intelligent and understand, 
ing," gave permission for the 
operation, he said. 


Taking the heart from the 2- 


day-old boy, the doctors per. 
formed the operation. 


"What we want to do essen. 


tlally is make one whole infant 
from two who cannot survive," 
Kantrowitz said. 


Asked by newsmen how diffi- 


cult it was to operate on in- 
fants, he said: "Certainly It 
is more 'difficult emotionally, 
and I think more difficult tech- 
nically." 


First Transplant Patient 
Shows Steady Gain 


CAPE TOWN, South Africa 


(AP) — Showing steady im- 
provement after his heart trans- 
plant, Louis Washkansky ate 
minced chicken and mashed po- 
tato Wednesday. A doctor said 
the stitches from the incision 
would be removed in 14 days. 


Dr. Christian Barnard, chief 


surgeon in Sunday's historic op- 
eration, expressed belief that 
Washkansky's body would make 
no major rejection of the new 
heart he received from a young 
woman victim of an automobile 
accident. The feared medical 
pattern of rejection has been a 
critical factor in his survival. 


If he continues to improve, 


toe 
55-year-old 
Washkaiiaky 


may go home within three 
weeks. 


Asked what Washkansky's life 


expectancy would be If he sur. 
vlves for toe present, Barnard 
told newsmen: "It will be the 
life of a man who has diabetes, 
of a man who has a heart trans.

producer, and second ranked 
Bethlehem Steel Corp, Wednes. 
day announced their 
second 


price increases in a week. U.S. 
Steel raised galvanized and alu* 
minum coated sheets by $5 a 
ton. Bethlehem joined only in 
the boost on galvanized sheets. 


Last Friday, U.S. Steel initi. 


ated a $5-a-ton boost on cold- 
rolled sheets which are used in 
the manufacture of automobiles 
and appliances. Bethlehem; Re- 
public, No. 3; Armco, No. 6, and 
Inland went along. 
Armco also raised its price of 


cold-rolled strip and galvanized 
sheet and strip $5 a ton and 
hot-rolled sheet and strip $4 a 
ton. 


If these increases become 


general, piecemeal boosts this 
year will have covered 80 per 
cent of industry shipments of 
finished products. 


A major question was whether 


European and Japanese steel, 
makers would raise their prices 
on exports to increase their 
now. slender profit margins or 
hold the line in an effort to ex- 
pand sales in the United States.

The study, by Ernst & Ernst,

The study covers potential 


uses for 284 acres of river site 
and 420 acres of hill site. United 
States Steel Co. completed the 
gradual shutdown of Its Donora 
plant in July.

The study recommends a 


three-phase development plan 
carried out over eight years, 
primarily to improve the river 
site for such uses as heavy and 
medium Industry, a shopping 
center, motel and restaurant, 
and recreation park and ma- 
rina.

There are about 1,500 objects 


in orbit now-satellltes, rockets 
and smaller space debris. Space 
experts predict that 5,000 ob. 
jects will be in orbit by the 
mid-l970fs. 


The new radar is contained in 


a giant concrete building, more 
than a block long and 15 stories 
high, with a sloped face that 
lacks the familiar rotating an. 
tenna of most radar installa- 
tions. 


Instead of scanning the skies 


mechanically, it does so elec« 
tronically, 
transmitting 
as 


many as 5,184 beams of radio 
energy at space targets and 
receiving the energy that Is 


bounced back with 4,660 re. 
ceiving elements buried be. 
neath the plastic foam on the 
face of the building. 


It can simultaneously detect, 


track, identify and predict the 
orbits of many objects, the 
first radar designed specifical- 
ly for such space tracking. 


The new radar has been given 


the added duty of detecting bal- 
listic missile attacks launched 
from ships or submarines. 


However, it is not designed 


to guard against the fractional 
orbital bombs which the De- 
fense Department has said the 
Soviet Union is developing. 


These objects travel for less 


than one revolution around the 
earth at a height of 90 to 100 
miles, instead of lofting 800 
miles above the earth as a 
ballistic missile does.

more than anything else, indicated 
the future course of the Corps in 
relating itself to the Golden Eagle 
program. "Ultimately," Col. Meo- 
nor said, "the Corps opposes the en- 
actment of any legislation which 
excepts the Army from the applica- 
tion of a national policy and pro- 
gram." 


Which means, it seems, that Con- 


gress alone, by passage of the bills 
would prohibit fees being collected 
at Corps recreational facilities, can 
prevent the Corps of Engineers from 
marching in cadence along with 
other federal agencies toward a 
common goal—of bringing good ad- 
ministration policies to a well- 
intended act and making it the suc- 
cessful program Congress hoped 
it would be.

WASHINGTON-^, significant interchange took 


place at the meeting of the National Security 
Council shortly after the news leak that Sec- 
retary of Defense Robert McNamara was trans- 
ferring to the World Bank. 
President Johnson, who was presiding, re- 


marked: "In regard to the stories about Bob" 
-and he nodded toward the Secretary of De- 
fense-"Those who have worked with him here 
should know the facts." 


He then told how last April 


McNamara had been offered 
the presidency of the World 
Bank, was intrigued with the 
idea but was willing to stay on. 
Finally the President, not want- 
ing to stand in the way of his 
accepting this challenge post, 
had authorized him to take it. 


"At no time has there been any 


animosity between Bob and the 
Joint Chiefs," the President 
said, referring to reports of bickering by Mc- 
Namara and the generals. 


"But," he continued, turning to Gen. Earle 


Wheeler, chairman of the Joint Chiefs of Staff, 
"I seem to remember that at these meetings you 
have nearly always been here. To make sure, 
however, I had a check made. It showed that out 
of 50 meetings, you were here 43 times." 
" Those other times I was either sick or out 


of the country," interjected Gen. Wheeler. 


"Has anyone ever barred you from coming to 


see me?" 


"No," was the reply. 
"You've all been here," continued the Presi- 


dent. "You've all seen how the decisions were 
made. Has there been any animosity?" 


Members of the National Security Council could 


say that there had been complete harmony be- 
tween Gen. Wheeler and the Secretary of De- 
fense. Actually McNamara picked Wheeler for 
the job, has liked him and respected him. The 
fee liner has been mutual. 


There has been resentment and animosity on 


the part of some admirals and generals at lev- 
els below the Joint Chiefs who at times have 
run to Capitol Hill hawks to tattletale on Mc- 
Namara. 


But with the Joint Chiefs of Staff it's been on 


the up-and-up. McNamara has given them per- 
mission to testify before Congressional com- 
mittees and has told them they could go over his 
head to the President whenever they wished. 
Only once has Gen. Wheeler appealed over Mc- 
Namara's head to the President. 
There have been strong differences in regard 


to bombing North Vietnam, but never personal 
acrimony. 
4All week the old battle over both school de- 
segregation and funds to Catholic schools has 
droned on in the Senate. The debate is over the 
new education bilL 


The public didn't realize it, but the Republl- 


can-Dlxiecrat coalition in the House turned back 


the clock in regard to school desegregation and 
refused appeal on federal money for parochial 
schools. The Senate is now trying to reverse 
this but has run up against a filibuster. 


The Catholic school issue was brought to a 


head by Sen. Sam Ervin of North Carolina 
with bis amendment permitting taxpayers' suits 
to challenge the constitutionality of spending 
taxpayers' money to church schools. 


In the House of Representatives the right-wing 


Catholic lobby managed to stymie a similar 
amendment. 
House spokesmen for this lobby 


are Speaker John McCormack, Mass., John 
Rooney of Brooklyn, and Jim Delaney of Long 
Island City, all Democrats. They worked through 
a Jewish Congressman, Emanuel Celler, also of 
Brooklyn, who holds the strategic position of 
chairman of the House Judiciary Committee. 


Rep. Celler, who has pioneered historic legis- 


lation on civil rights but sometimes puts the 
prosperity of his law firm ahead of legislation, 
sat on the amendment giving taxpayers the right 
of judicial appeal. He wouldn't let it out of his 
Judiciary Committee. 
-I 
The setback 
to school desegregation takes 


the form of an amendment introduced by Rep. 
L. H. Fountain, D-N.C., which would continue 
federal funds to Southern schools even after 
the Secretary of HEW had tried to cut them 
off-as long as there was litigation. 


At present, schools are cut off from federal 


funds the minute Secretary Gardner of HEW 
makes a decision that a school has failed to 
desegregate. 
Under the Fountain amendment 


they could continue getting federal funds as long 
as their lawyers were resourceful in making 
court motions to contest the HEW ruling. This 
could continue for four years. 


Sen. Wayne Morse, D-Ore,, chairman of the 
subcommittee handling the education bill, made 
two adroit moves on the Senate floor last week. 


First he asked for a roll call vote on the Ervin 


amendment, thus put the full Senate on record 
unanimously in favor of a taxpayer's right to 
appeal regarding government money being spent 
on 
Catholic schools. The vote was 71 to 0. 


"In the absence of a roll call, there is a ten- 


dency In conference for Senators to recede from 
their original position," explained the Senator 
from Oregon. "I want the record to show that 
by 71 to 0 the Senate went on record for the Er- 
vin amendment. This amendment is in the best 
interests of the country to get the court to give 
us an interpretation of Article 1 of the Con- 
stitution." 
Morse also suspended debate on the educa- 


tion bill last week in order to give Southern 
Senators, 
some 
of them absent, a chance 


to be heard on Monday. He knew that a fill- 
buster was inevitable, but by showing this cour- 
tesy he hoped to get more cooperation from 
Southern Senators in the final showdown. 


Note—It was Congresswoman Edith Green, also 


a Democrat, also from Oregon, who battled in- 
side the House Education and Labor Commit, 
tee for the Fountain amendment turning the 
clock back on school desegregation.

All sorts of stories about how 
President Johnson and Secre- 
tary McNamara agreed to part 
haw appeared in the newspa- 
pers and on television, and as 
usual I'm the only one who got 
the inside scoop.

and former screen star Shirley 
Temple Black disagreed on the 
strategy of conducting the Viet- 
namese war. Shirley has want- 
ed to mine Haiphong Harbor, 
bomb the center of Hanoi and go

for all-out victory against the 
enemy. She has been support- 
ed in her position by the Joint 
Chiefs of Staff. 


Secretary McNamara, on the 


other hand, has been more cau- 
tious than Shirley, hoping to 
eke out some sort of settle- 
ment short of blowing up all of 
Southeast Asia. 


President Johnson was some- 


where in the middle. While he 
respected his secretary of de- 
fense, the Shirley Temple so- 
lution sounded more appealing 
as each day went by. 


The President would have 


probably let things ride as they 
were, except for a casual con- 
versation he had with Mc- 
Namara a few months ago. The 
President asked him: 


"Bob, where do you do your 


banking?" 
"I have a friend at the Chase 


Manhattan," the secretary of 
defense replied. 


"Have you ever thought of 


putting your money in the World 
Bank?" 
the President asked. 


"I understand if you open an 
account there before January 
you get a free set of dishes." 


McNamara said, "I have the 


greatest respect for the World 
Bank, and I sure could use a 
free set of dishes, but I don't 
know anybody over there." 


"I know George Woods, and 


I'll give him a call tomorrow." 


"Gosh, Mr. President, you 
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don't have to do that." 


"Don't be silly. 
It's 
no 


trouble. Besides, if I get some- 
one to open an account there, 
I get a free set of dishes, too." 


President Johnson made a call 


to the World Bank the next day 
and talked to Woods. Much to 
his surprise, he discovered that 
not only was the World Bank 
short of depositors, but it was 
looking for a president as well. 


Suddenly President Johnson 


got an idea. 
Instead of just 


opening an account for McNa- 
mara, he'd make him presi- 
dent of the World Bank. In this 
way Mr. Johnson could show his 
appreciation to his secretary 
of defense, and at the same time 
have a friend there in case the 
United States ever needed a 
loan. 


The 
President 
decided to 


spring the announcement on Mc- 
Namara as a surprise, so he 
didn't mention a thing about it. 
Secretary McNamara had for- 
gotten about it, too, and went 
about his business hoping he 
could cool down Shirley Temple. 


Then one day in London some 


loudmouth told a reporter that 
McNamara was going to be the 
new head of the World Bank. 


The President was chagrined 


because he wanted to break it 
to the secretary himself on 
Christmas morning. (The ap- 
pointment was going to be In- 
serted on a Christmas card 
and delivered to Secretary Mc- 
Namara with the set of dish- 
es.)

General Hershey* s attitude re- 


flects a weakness of will, a 
disturbing tendency to permis. 
slveness that is entirely out 
of place in a man entrusted with 
the solemn task of bestowing 
one of the nation's highest priv- 
ileges. 


There are already scandalized 


rumors at the National Press 
Club bar that he has been read- 
ing Doctor Spock. 


To give the general his due, 


it seems more likely that as 
he approaches the end of along, 
distinguished 
career he has 


yielded to the humanitarian im. 
pulse to reach out as far as 
legally possible and grant the 
draft to boys who would have 
no hope of ever en joying It with- 
out his kindly intercession. 


This shows a largeness of 


spirit that does him credit, but 
it is scarcely consistent with the 
Roman 
discipline the state 


would observe in bestowing its 
privileges. If the general wants 
to honor more young men than 
are now enjoying the draft, let 
him not favor those who resort 
to hooliganism. 


Let him, instead, grant his 


boon to those who see it as the 
privilege it is. These would 
include vast numbers of un- 
fortunate students who loyally 
support the war, though fated 
by family fortune and dazzling 
grades to be denied the splen- 
dor of the draft, 


And let him not overlook the 


sons, nephews and cousins of 
congressmen, at present doom, 
ed by the misfortune of family 
connections never to hear the 
swish of the latrine brush or 
incoming mortars. 


No one should be discriminat- 


ed against because of his re. 
latlons, his wealth or his 
professional football bonus, just 
as no one should be rewarded 
for playing the lout on (he 
drafUtoard floor.

An episode that 
ended with the Cardinal's call, 
ing on her, exhibiting that chart- 
ty which he not only preached, 
but practiced.He knew intuitive, 
ly that the differences between 
our own world and the one he 
hoped to enter, are greater 
even than the imagination can 
conceive. And that there will 
always be doubt, and doubt is 
best answered by even greater 
efforts to maintain one's faith, 
and to live as best one can 
with reference to it. The Cardi- 
nal's faith was as specified in 
the Nlcene creed, and probably 
the only charge that truly as. 
tounded him was the one so 
often made explicitly, and even 
more often whispered, namely 
that allegiances to the Catholic 
Church and to the United States 
are mutually incompatible. That 
was not the impression of any- 
one who saw him, winter after 
winter, 
giving 
comfort 
to 


American soldiers in battle, 
fronts all over the world, and 
praying for their well-being and 
for the American cause, which 
even now, those who know him

The Price of Victory 


"What," a local fan asked Tuesday night, "are 


you doing here? I thought you were a wrestling 
fan." 


The scene was the WAHS gym and the occasion 


was the Dragons' home basketball opener. 


While it's true that we're an avid follower of 


the mat sport, we have been known—contrary 
to popular belief—to take in a basketball game 
or two. In fact, we're well aware that the ball 
is pumped, and not stuffed. (Or is it the other 
way around?) 


The point is, we were attending Dragon basket- 


ball games before wrestling was added to the 
program and do have some knowledge of the 
sport. We enjoy watching NBA games and try 
not to miss the NIT tourney and the NCAA finals 
on television. 


Now that we've presented our credentials, per- 


haps our comments here on the Warren-Bradford 
game will not be laughed off as a sports editor's 
feeble attempt to keep the cage crowd happy. 


Despite the outcome, we thought the Dragons 


played pretty good basketball. The defense look- 
ed improved, the team has hustle, moved the 
ball well on offense and worked clear for good 
shots. 


The problem was, of course, that the shots 


weren't going in. 


And that's the name of the game. 
To be perfectly frank, this ballclub isn't the 


most talented Warren team we've ever seen. 
There are some good athletes, but no outstanding 
scorer as was graduated Scott Hunter and that 
means you have to play a different style of 
basketball. 


If the 1967-68 edition of Warren basketball is 


to finish with a winning record, it will take a 
concerted team effort every time out. That 
means that at least four and no less than three 
members of the team will have to score 12 to 
18 points a game and all five men on the floor 
will have to play defense. 


Talent is an important part of basketball and 


it's evident that the Dragons will meet many 
teams with more overall ability. Tomorrow 
night's opponent, Erie East, is an example. The 
Warriors will take the floor an overwhelming 
favorite and, even if outplayed, will be difficult 
to defeat. 


But it's possible. 
More important than winning these independent 


games, however, is the team's record against 
Section II teams. 


The lack of success (and that means taking 


the title) in the conference has long been a dis- 
appointment to Dragon fans. 
For all intents 


and purposes, Meadville IS Section II basket- 
ball, so there are four other schools who also 
yearn for the crown. 


Except for an occasional threat from the 


Dragons, Franklin and Titusville a few years 
ago, the Bulldogs dominate the league. The 
problem is that Mecidville's athletic system 
is basketball-oriented. 


Although the Bulldogs have won a football game 


or two and trimmed us in wrestling, Warren has 
enjoyed much success against Meadville in all 
sports but basketball. 
Would we be willing 


to switch positions with the Bulldogs? 


Would we sacrifice victories in football, 


baseball, cross country and track to be a 
basketball power? 


With few exceptions, Meadville's basketball 


players participate in few, if any, other sports 
during the year. 
The development of cage 


skills is a year-round endeavor, at least for 
boys who play the most and best ball for MHS. 


This dedication has been evident in Warren 


for the past few years to some extent and paid 
off with a State championship in cross country. 
Should we, therefore, encourage our athletes 
to specialize? 


We would be against it. 
We disapprove of a talented athlete forsaking 


all other sports to concentrate on one, at least 
on the high school level. 
If you will recall 


the names of Warren's finest athletes, you will 
remember that they were proficient in many 
sports. 


The same is true of most national sports 


stars. Although we think of Wilt Chamberlain 
as one of pro basketball's truly outstanding all- 
time players, he was also a Pennsylvania 440- 
yard dash champion and could have been world 
class, would have been a great football player 
and, some contend, could take the world heavy- 
weight boxing title. 


So, the question is: what price will we pay 


to win the Section II basketball crown? Should 
we take out five or six best sophomores and 
freshmen and make them concentrate on basket- 
ball for the next three years to gamble on the 
title in 1970? 


The only other alternative is to simply win 


games in the conference and whip the Bull- 
dogs in a head-to-head game. Like tomorrow 
night's contest with East, it's not impossible.

where he bas not ytt announced 
(probably because be is hav- 
ing trouble lining up the right 
delegate slate) McCarthy might 
well get somewhere with the 
right tactics. It is a Hawkish 
but very small state. Weeks 
of earnest, obscure handshak- 
ing in the small towns might 
turn the trick for McCarthy, 
whereas a few supereloquent 
anti-Vietnam speeches, before 
far-out university audiences, 
are almost sure to kill him dead 
in New Hampshire. 


If the Kennedy organization is 


managing McCarthy behind-the- 
scenes, he is likely to avoid 
the tempting mistakes and to 
do the hard but vote-getting 
things in both New Hampshire 
and California. But given his 
own character and proclivities, 
McCarthy is pretty certain to 
do most of the wrong things and 
to neglect the right things if he 
is on his own. 


To complicate the matter fur- 


ther, there is the fact, on the 
one hand, that McCarthy has 
openly presented himself as a 
mere stalking-horse for Sen. 
Robert P. Kennedy. And there 
is the fact, on the other hand, 
that McCarthy has always quite 
openly loathed the Kennedys and 
holds the record for vicious 
bitterness against John F. Ken- 
nedy during the late President's 
lifetime. 


The answer to the riddle to 


date is clearly to be sought in 
the Kennedy's family fief, the 
state of Massachusetts, where 
McCarthy already has indicated 
he will enter the prlmar0 This 
happens to have been the one 
thing Robert Kennedy asked Me-

Carthy NOT to do, in their only 
serious talk before the tatter's 
formal announcement of his can- 
didacy. 


Political protection of Presi- 


dent Johnson was, of course, 
not among the Kennedy motives 
for telling McCarthy to leave the 
family fief alone. One motive 
was simply the desire to avoid 
all sorts erf trouble and embar- 
rassment for the current lead- 
er of the fiefdom, Sen. Edward 
Kennedy. But the main motive 
was the Kennedy conviction that 
Massachusetts is also a Hawk- 
ish state, where McCarthy is 
bound to be defeated pretty bad- 
ly.Mainly because the Kennedys 
did not want McCarthy in Massa- 
chusetts, the able political ad- 
viser of the late President, Ken- 
neth O'Donnell, also refused 
to serve as McCarthy's Massa- 
chusetts campaign manager. 
And the Kennedy assessment of 
their own state's viewpoint was 
seemingly confirmed by a re- 
cent meeting of the State Dem- 
ocratic Committee. 


At this meeting, a resolution 


supporting the President on 
Vietnam secured a very heavy 
majority-45 to 4, with three 
abstentions-of the unusually 
large turn-out of committee 
members. 


In brief, McCarthy does not 


have the problem in Massa- 
chusetts that he has in New 
Hampshire, of rounding up a 
respectable delegate slate. His 
own name can simply be put on 
the ballot, without further ado, 
to attract anyone who is anti- 
Johnson or 
anti-Vietnam or 


both. Edward Kennedy has re- 
fused to stand as a favorite 
son against McCarthy. And with 
none to oppose him directly, 
McCarthy might get a consid- 
erable vote, even while the or- 
ganization's convention dele- 
gates were also winning. 


At this juncture, moreover, 


the Massachusetts evidence can 
only be regarded as decisive 
for the present. 
For the fu- 


ture, one can never complete- 
ly jjiscount the aspect of Rob- 
ere Kennedy's political behav- 
ior which an unhappy admirer 
has described as resembling 
that of "a man in a canoe who 
just won't listen to Wagara 
Falls downriver." 


He has repeatedly done the 


politically sensible thing, as 
when he announced, with no 
qualifications, that he would 
support President Johnson in 
1968. Almost as 
repeatedly, 


heJhas thereafter let himself 
bdftmshed or cajoled into do- 
ing less sensible things, as 
when he qualified his stand on 
Mr. Johnson in connection with 
the McCarthy candidacy. 


He 
knows-none better--the 


danger of the fate of Theodore 
Roosevelt in 1912, or worse 
still, the fate of Henry A. Wal- 
lace in 1948. That was what 
was meant by "Niagara Falls," 
in the remark above-quoted. 
But if the McCarthy candidacy 
begins to seem to offer real 
advantages to Robert Kennedy, 
he is going to have to resist 
enormous pressures, from all 
sorts of silly and far from dis- 
interested persons, in order to 
refrain from scooping up those 
seeming advantages.

has a missionary outpost.Trinl- 
ty Church in Warren will be 
known by countless thousands 
of people. 
Indeed, today a church is being 


constructed on the island of 
Guam with the aid of funds 
provided by a grant from Trini. 
ty Church. The Warren church 
has just completed a pledge of 
$6,000 for this work and re- 
ceived a letter of appreciation 
from the Rt. Rev. Harry S. 
Kennedy, Bishop of Honolulu. 


Members of Trinity take a 


personal interest in this church 
in the South Pacific for their 
rector, the Rev. Richard H. 
Baker.was stationed there for 
four years. 


The decision reached by the 


vestry, which made the grant 
to St. John's Church, Guam, 
possible was to use the income 
from Trinity's endowment fund 
for the benefit of the Episcopal 
Church throughout the world 
rather than for purely parish 
purposes. 


Except for a limited annual 


pledge to the church and a small 
amount set aside for mainten- 
ance, this income is allocated 
to worthy projects by a grants 
committee.

two more children born on the 
island—departed for the states, 
and the Rev. G.M. Needham was 
appointed vicar of Guam. 


Father Baker became rector 


of St. Peter's Church in West- 
field, N.Y., where he remained 
until accepting the call to Triiw 
ity in 1966. Through the years, 
however, he has kept in close 
touch with the church on Guam 
and is enthusiastic about the 
progress made.

out difficulties, however,

1962 
came a blow that would 


have defeated many. The quon- 
set hut chapel and school it 
had brought into being were 
reduced to rubble by Typhoon 
Karen. The Marines supplied 
tents, but Typhoon Olive des. 
troyed the tents. 


With the assistance of the Na- 


tional Episcopal Church 
and 


Guam's community, the school 
was rebuilt. The Marines, the 
Air Force and the Navy, men 
and women, all pitched in to 
help. 


Responding to Guam's ">os* 


pressing need after Typhoons 
Karen and Olive, the rebuilding 
of the church was postponed so 
that the children could be serv- 
ed through the creation of an 
ever-larger school dedicated to 
providing first rate education. 
The Junior high school was 
added in 1964. 


Today there are 248 children 


of every faith from Guam's 
multi-racial background attend, 
ing grades one through nine.

THE HteTCRY OF THE ADVENT WREATH is an interestinf 


one, and for others who, besides myself, haw wondered, the 
Rev. James M. McCormtck, pastor of St. John's Evangelical 
Lutheran Church, sent In the following information: B Is a cen- 
tvrlesold Christian German custom and the tour candles rep* 
r»»ent the 4000 years the world traditionally awaited in dark- 
ness the coming of Christ. Three of the candles are usually 
lavender, symbolizing penitence; the fourth is rose, symboliz- 
ing the third or joyful Sunday of Advent. To make a wreath you'll 
need pine boughs, candles and a base of plastic foam-—-or twist 
a wire coat hanger Into a circle, wrap it in a frame of chicken 
wire and insert the greenery and candles. Another method is to 
use a round, fairly shallow ring mold about ten inches in dia- 
meter 
fill with soil or sand and insert holly, greenery and the 
candles which may be trimmed with purple ribbons. The wreath 
is often used as a table centerpiece in the dining room. Accord- 
Ing to custom, one candle is lighted the first Sunday and ex- 
tinguished after a brief ceremony which may include a family 
prayer, an Advent hymn or a verse from Scripture; an addition- 
al candle Is lighted each week thereafter. On Christmas Eve, 
replace the candles with red ones and use the wreath as part 
of the holiday house decorations.

man."

The "total theater" concept 


is what attracted Treigle to the 
New York City Opera in the 
first place, while he was sing- 
ing with the opera company in 
his native New Orleans. He got 
to know various companies' 
singers who appeared as guest 
artists (as he does now). 


One disadvantage In not being 


at the Met, Trelgle says, Is that 
"record companies dont go 
after you. They think you aren't 
sellable. B has taken roe this 
long, until Pro 40." 
This fall, RCA Issued a re- 


cording of Handel's "Julius 
Caesar" by the cast that pre- 
miered it at the New York City 
Opera Company. Treigle sings 
the title role. B Is his first 
opera recording for a major 
company. He says: 
"It takes welting, waiting, 


waiting. Then you get that first 
record on the market and every- 
body says, 'Where has he 
been?*. Pm also glad to have 
made this record because for 
20 years people have been call. 
Ing me an actor. Now they're 


going to have to listen only. I 
think I can stand up and sing 
with the best of them. I think 
they're finally going to accept 
me as t voice. 


"And a lot of people who 


never really heard us sing, 
because they got so interested 
In the production, will realize 
that this company really has 
voices. 


"Of course If the public can't 


separate the actor from 
the 


singer, to me that is the great, 
est compliment I could ever 
achieve, h* the public can enjoy 


you as a total performer and an 
opera as an experience of total 
theater, it's wonderfuL 
"The old Italian school was 


Just for singing - stand at the 
footlights and make beautiful 
sounds. I don't think audiences 
will buy that any more. 


"At the New York City Opera 


we're trying to win the man In 
the street, trying to win people 
who haven't been in an opera 
house before 
and don't know 


what it's all about. That's the 
way we build our audience. They 
don't come dedicated to throw. 


ing flowers. A lot of people 
come with the idea they're going 
to the theater." 


About the company's move 


from the old City Center to the 
New York State Theater In Lin. 
coin Center, Treigle says, "The 
company was scared; it was like 
moving out of an old house where 
you were born. But we Just had to 
leave. I think we're finally com. 
ing Into our own, as far as 
making 
a real international 


reputation. 


"We have gained a lot from 


Lincoln Center, as far as pres. 
tlge goes. And we have probably 
gained at least 20 per cent of a 
new audience, and they have 
stuck." 


Trelgle, pronounced TRAY, 


gull, looks like one part that he 
sings, the bullfighter in "Car- 
men." He Is darkly Intense, 
graceful, starvation thin, 5 feet 
11. Resonance rolls out from 
within that frail-looking frame 
and Trelgle, always actor as 
well as singer, is entirely ef- 
fectlve In a number of differing 
roles. 


He sings the standard bass 


leads; contemporary composer 
Carlisle Floyd writes for him; 
last fall the Baroque "Julius 
Caesar," starring Trelgle and 
Beverly Sills, was the hit of the 
season; this fall he sang the king 
In "Le Coo. d'Or." 
"B's my first buffo role. It's a 


real singing part, but the char, 
acter IB a buffo one. B's the first 
time Pve tried a funny faUman 
part, with lots of padding, a real 
dodo* 
"You can't knock the score. 


Nobody could write aad orchea. 
trate like Rtosky-Korsakov. 
The company has done operas 
now and then mat Pve wanted to 
do. This is one." 


Is it difficult to perform In 


many different styles? "Not 
really. I always pick up a part 
and find It a challenge whatever 
It happens to be." 


As well as the "Julius Caesar" 


recording, there soon will be a 
recording out of Trelgle singing 
operatic arias, on Westminster. 


And this man who got his early 
experience in New Orleans in- 
stead of In Europe soon wttl 
start performing abroad. He'll 
make his debut at the Teatro 
Colon In Buenos Aires next 
August in "Julius Caesar." Co. 
vent Garden has invited him to 
sing. 


Trelgle has, until recently, 


largely stayed away from pub- 
licity. "I think people should 
have to produce, not Just pro* 
mote their way into something. 
The American system Is geared 
to publicity. You can sell grass 
If you publicize It enough. 


"But I would like to get the 


word out about opera - good 
music, good acting, well done."

ant, which caused his store 
some smoke and water damage, 
all clothing In the store must be 
sold. 
So, Wednesday, In Morrison's 


first day of operation in a week, 
prices went down from 20 to 
90 per cent off, depending upon 
the articles and the amount of 
damage. 


Fortunately, Morrison's suf- 


fered only water and smoke 
damage, and not to the extent 
as earlier reported. However, 
Morrison reported that he will 
lose "tens of thousands" of 
dollars by the end of the fire- 
sal* because of the reduced 
prices. 
Shoppers gathered outside the 


shop before it opened at 9 a, 
m. Because of the large crowd, 
only a specified number were 
allowed in at a time. 
It was a classical sales scene- 
clerks passing out merchandise 
as fast as they could handle it, 


hunters shoving for 


space, masses trying to get In, 
many trying to get out.

BEIRUT, Lebanon (AF)-Leb- 


anon's diplomats are usually 
late for work, its Judges don't 
have enough money to buy the 
latest lawbooks, postmen burn 
the mail and tax-dodging is 
rampant, according to an offi- 
cial report published here. 


The Central Inspection De- 


partment, an agency with a 
watchdog role over the gov- 
ernment, rapped the adminis- 
tration sharply on the knuckles 
In its report covering the past 
two years. 


Among its findings: 
-•"Anarchy" prevailed in the 


department at the Ministry of 
Interior in charge of licensing 
all vehicles in the country. (It 
can take an entire day of push- 
Ing and shoving to renew the li- 
cense of a private car.) The 
ministry was also negligent in 
controlling the work of local 
municipalities, the report said. 


-At the Foreign Ministry, the 


report said, there was "abuse" 
in the use of postage stamps 
and diplomats were coming late 
for work. In addition, the fi- 
nancial accounts of Lebanon's 
missions abroad were not co- 
ordinated. 


--The Ministry of Justice had 


delayed in repaying financial 
advances to the government and 
therefore no new money was 
being allocated. 
One result: 


there was no money to buy 
judicial periodicals and publi- 
cations and Lebanon's judges 
were not keeping themselves up 
to date. 


•-Government • run hospitals 


were using antiquated equip- 
ment which in addition was be- 
ing badly maintained. 
There 


aren't 
enough doctors 
and 


nurses and hospitals are poor- 
ly administered, it said. 


.-The 
Ministry 
of Public 


Works, the report said, was 
"engaging in imaginary expens- 
es for fictitious operations." 


—Because the Ministry of Fi- 


nance's tax collectors were lax 
and books badly kept, tax dodg- 
ing—already notorious in Leban- 
on-had -become "large-scale." 


Besides drawing up its peri- 


odic reports, the Inspection De- 
partment examines individual 
cases of misconduct among civil 
servants and metes out admin- 
istrative punishment. 


It recently dealt with a num- 


ber of Postal Department em- 
ployes who took a batch of mall 
to a deserted beach and put it 
to the torch. The scandal was 
uncovered by a local newspaper, 
not the Inspection Department.

The vice chairman 
was Dr. Donald Fraser of Beth- 
lehem SteeL Other members 
were J. P. Healey as well as 
conservationists, planners and 
suppliers to the oil industry. 


Secretary Tabor said, "The 


report is of particular value to 
the Pennsylvania petroleum in- 
dustry In that its findings can 
be used as a direct guide to 
developing oil exploration pro. 
grams with the knowledge that 
the report is based on sound 
geological research and the re- 
sults of drilling experience.The 
report indicates where oil pro. 
duction conditions are favor, 
able, and where they are un- 
favorable. 


"It will help drillers get a 


better return on their explora- 
tion Investment and this in turn 
helps the economy of these 
counties, and in general aids 
the economy of Pennsylvania." 


Secretary Tabor said he 


•elected Tituvrill* In tht major 
oil producing ar«* of the state 
as the place to releaae the 
information because "it was his 
desire to get the geologic ln» 
formation directly to the people 
who can use it beat/' 


Titusvillt alto la the apot 


where the petroleum industry 
began 108 years ago with the 
Drake Well, "to all this time, 
not until the publication of this 
report has there been a public 
document on oil for use by 
independent producers," Sec. 
Tabor remarked. 


Secretary tabor said "The 


principles and methods used in 
defining the economic potential 
of the oil.productlve Red Valley 
Sandstone are applicable to 
other similar oil and gas areas 
In Pennsylvania. And by using 
these same methods we can 
conduct other resource ap- 
praisals to provide better defl» 
nitlons of commercially worth* 
while deposits of coal, clay, 
limestone and groundwater in 
Pennsylvania." 


The regional occurrence and 


distribution of this important 
oil and gas producing sandstone 
formation which occurs In the 
subsurface at depths up to 900 
feet are described In the report. 
The origin of the sandstone and 
the properties of the rock for* 
matlon that determine its reser. 
voir potential or productive 
capability also are outlined. 
The report Identifies those 


areas that have produced, and 
can be expected to produce, 
valuable quantities of oi. It also 
marks those areas that can pro- 
duce oil in amounts just over the 
limit of economic feasibility; 
and it identifies those areas 
which are not considered to be 
commercially productive.

No Increase is contemplated

MOSCOW (AP) — Four U.S. 


Navy deserters now in Moscow 
protesting American actions in 
Vietnam are on a week-long 
hunger strike to support a 
movement against the U.S. 
draft, a duty editor at Moscow 
Radio reported Wednesday. 


The editor said the hunger 


strike began Monday and is to 
end next Monday, coinciding 
with the "stop the draft week" 
being staged In the U n i t e d 
States by opponents of the war. 


Details of the hunger strike 


were not immediately available.

Lt. George Fend, head of the 


police department's civil diso- 
bedience squad, told them to 
keep the induction center's en- 
trance clear and to keep mov- 
ing. He warned them, "violence 
will be met with violence." 


After a brief prayer vigil, the 


demonstrators marched across 
Broad Street to the center and 
some sat down. 


Police vans moved In, and po- 


licemen began carrying them 
away. Some demonstrators then 
got up and walked to the wait 
ing vans. Taken to the police 
administration building, they 
were charged with disorderly 
conduct, breach of the peace 
and resisting arrest. 


"They were warned they had 


to keep moving on the side, 
walk," said Fend. "When they 


blocked the pavement, we had 
to go In and pull them out."
